It  will  soon  be  time  for  town  tstnion  to 
make  out  Ihrir  schedule  of  valuations  of 
the  separate  properties  in  the  township*. 
If  there  fo  scything  about  which  the  ©it 
izens  are  of  one  mind  U  is  that  tht  appraise 
menta  of  value#  have  generally  been  uneat* 
afectory*  because  unequal  and  inequitable, 
as  compare**  one  with  another. 

It  fo  a  vexing  question  end  fo  undoubt¬ 
edly  beset  with  serious  difficulties  which 
many  persons  are  not  aware  of  Tha  as¬ 
sessment  valuations  form  the  bads  for 
County  and  State  tax  at  well  *e  Town’ tax. 
If  the  assessor  of  a  town  advances  the  val¬ 
ues  unduly,  that  it,  out  of  proportion  to 
the  valuations  in  other  towns,  his  town 
wi)  he  compelled  to  bear  a  larger  share  of 
the  County  and  State  tax.  Therefor#  one  of 
the  drat  principles  he  acts  on  is  to  keep  the 
Aggregate  valuation#  o i  tha  Baal  Estate  of 
the  town  as  low  as  possible, consistent  with 
his  official  duty  and  oath,  He  is  the  rep¬ 
resentative  of  the  town  and,  in  hia  relations 
Ij  this  question  and  to  oilier  towns,  be  is 
the  wnta/iment  of  the  town.  Here  the  set 
fish  principle  of  the  town  Is  opposed  to  the 
higher  moral  principles  ot  generosity  and 
petrWUim  But  it  is  unavoidable,  lor 
each  town  is  presumed  to  have  burdens 
enough  of  its  own  to  carry  without  aetum 
ing  say  that  properly  belong  to  others* 
Within  the  bounds  of  most  townships, 
the  real  property  may  be  divided  into  two 
gertariil  classes, Agricultural  or  Farm  Land; 
and  Town  Plots  lor  dwellings.  Factories  or 
Stores.  The  first  we  understand  to  mean 
land  in  plots  of  many  a^  res  from  which  the 
owner  or  occupant  supports  his  family  in 
whole  or  in  great  part  by  the  cultivation 
of  the  soil ;  Land  that  is  not  adapted,  nor 
wanted,  nor  saleable  for  village  or  M  villa  T 
lots.  It  seems  quite  important  to  observe 
this  distinction  ;  and  if  this  be  we1!  under¬ 
stood  it  should  simplify  the  Assessor's  du 
t j  and  materially  lessen  the  causes  of  dis¬ 
satisfaction  and  complaint.  It  is  very  easy 
to  ascertain  what  is  the  general  produc¬ 
tiveness  or  possibilities  of  Agricultural 
bud  its  range  toing.in  this  part  of  the 
country,  between  $50  and  |15fl.  per  acre. 
It  is  very  rarely  the  case  that  it  exceeds 
the  Latter  sum.  Groat  experience,  skill  and 
industry  are  needed  to  make  it  pay  inter- 
eat  regularly  on  even  that  valuation.  If 

then  It  it  held  to  b«  worth  several  bun- 

■ 

drtd  dollars  per  acre  it  la  because  it  is  eli¬ 
gible  to  change  its  classification  and  should 
be  rated  under  the  nther  cUsa. 

It  is  manifest  injustice  to  every  other 
cirixen  to  allow  plots  of  9(1  to  50  acres  o! 
laud  to  be  held  iu  the  midst  of  a  village 
as  /rtrm  land ,  and  assessed  aa  such,  or  at  a 
very  little  higher  valuation,  encouraging 
the  cupidity  of  the  owners  ahd  retarding 
the  growth  of  the  village  and  damaging 
its  bwt  interests.  These  man  am  conse¬ 
quently  exempt  from  the  proportion  of 
taxes  which  equity  requires  that  their 
aersa  ot  lota  *k*uld  pay,  and  thair  neigh¬ 
bors*  one-filth  aura  lota  right  adjoining  are 
compelled  to  pay  five,  of  rnorp  times  tha 
ratio  of  tax  tlran  ralaUvsly  belongs  to 
them.  Ws  know  instances  in  oir  villages 
and  every  thoughtful  man  does,  where  the 
safeuMe  value  of  land  has  doubled  or  treb¬ 
led  within  three  yean  but  the  lend  being 
classed  aa  farm  land  the  tax  imposed  la  ttd* 
vanned  the  merest  trifle*  They  tell  ns  that 
the  land  docs  not  yield  enough  to  pay  tor 
ths  cost  of  production  (which  is  no  doubt 
tree)  and  therefore,  forsooth,  it  should  be 
esaemtri  is  fans  land  I  Tha  fart  it  it  is 
not  adapted,  cither  by  location,  or  quality 
or  value,  or  treatment,  to  be  farm  land 
The  owner  does  not  wish  it  for  farts  land 
It  has  already  risen  in  value  to  many 
time*  Its  first  cost;  is  just  adapted  in 
vvrry  respect  fo  make  ins  building  sites; 
and  would  command  high  prices;  why 
does  not  the  owner  sell,  H  he  is  ttn  will  lag 
to  H  tvs  it  hear  its  ratable  proportion  of 
taxation!  Wt  have  heard  of  one,  owning 
perhaps  90  acres  tn  a  village,  selling  a  lot 
ou*  fifth  of  an  acre  on  a  remote  corner  of 
his  -  f  am  "  for  11,909,  (equal  to  #5,009  an 
acruL  *tlh  k*  l*  *■»*.!  ^  M  average  vat* 
aatiiW)  of  #400  per  arrtl  And  what  Is 
more  trying,  such  men  are  always  most

Thus,  it  will  be  seeu,  there  would  be  as 
labUsLit'd  a  principle  of  assessment  fo  4  the 
In  nd  based  on  equity,  fairness  aniL^mtifor 
tuny  end  not  subject  to  the  uncertain 
judgment  or  arbitrary  rule  of  one  uian.
